Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1963; 
both  the  1963  and  1962  reports  were  delayed  due  to  my  absence 
from  duty  for  several  months  during  which  time  only  urgent  matters 
were  dealt  with  by  the  County  Health  Department.  With  only 
limited  clerical  assistance  it  has  proved  extremely  difficult  to  “catch 
up”  with  the  work 

During  1963  the  statistics  of  the  area  generally  compared 
favourably  with  those  of  the  County  and  England  and  Wales. 
The  high  Neo-natal  and  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rates  were  due  to 
only  1 infant  death  plus  3 stillbirths;  in  dealing  with  small  popula- 
tions only  one  such  accident  may  give  rise  to  apparently  high  mortality 
rates  and  a true  picture  can  only  be  obtained  by  studying  the  same 
rates  over  a period  of  years. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease,  Malignancy 
and  Cerebro-vascular  Disease;  18  per  cent  of  all  deaths  from 
Malignancy  were  attributed  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  stomach; 
50  per  cent  of  all  deaths  occurred  over  75  years  of  age. 

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  became  the  statutory 
water  authority  in  1961;  the  need  for  extension  of  mains  water 
supply  wherever  possible  is  obvious  when  one  examines  the 
bacteriological  quality  of  the  private  supplies  in  the  area;  almost 
80  per  cent  of  63  such  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  un- 
satisfactory. The  percentage  of  the  population  served  by  public 
mains  in  1963  was  51  per  cent. 

Progress  has  been  made  by  the  Council  in  extending  sewerage 
schemes  to  the  smaller  villages,  thus  replacing  the  many  pail  closets 
and  their  concomitant  danger  to  health. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  was  intensified  during  the  year 
to  ensure  that  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  (1960)  were 
complied  with;  there  is  no  doubt  that,  in  spite  of  the  extra  work 
which  will  result  from  new  legislation  (Shops  & Offices),  inspection 
of  food  premises  must  take  priority  and  the  legislation  rigorously 
applied  in  every  case. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in  the  first  and  second 
quarters  of  the  year,  chiefly  amongst  the  5-9  years  age  groups. 

One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified;  there 

were  no  deaths  from  this  cause. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for 
preparing  the  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area  and  to  the  Clerk  and  Staff  for  their 
assistance  during  the  year.

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  became  the  statutory 
water  authority  on  the  1st  April,  1961. 

(i)  Quality 

To  report  upon  the  quality  of  the  water  supplies  in  this 
district  it  is  necessary  to  distinguish  between  public  supplies  and 
supplies  drawn  from  privately  owned  sources. 

(a)  Public  Supplies  operated  by  the  Statutory  Water  Authority

In  addition  to  the  78  samples  examined  bacteriologically 
during  the  year,  4 samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
chemical  analysis,  and  all  were  found  satisfactory.  One  sample  was 
found  to  contain  a trace  of  fluoride. 
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(b)  Private  Supplies 

Requests  are  frequently  received  for  samples  of  privately 
owned  supplies  (mostly  shallow  wells)  to  be  examined.  In  response 
to  such  requests,  and  in  other  cases  where  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  considered  it  advisable  to  do  so,  a total  of  63  samples  of 
private  water  were  bacteriologically  examined  during  the  year  and 
gave  the  following  results:

These  results  are  the  best  indication  available  of  the  quality 
of  the  private  supplies  in  the  district.  Many  of  the  samples  were 
taken  before  protective  works  had  been  carried  out  at  the  various 
sources,  in  preparation  for  grant-aided  farm  water  schemes,  the 
erection  of  new  houses  or  improvements  to  existing  houses. 

(ii)  Quantity 

The  adequacy  of  the  supplies  varies  substantially  between 
one  parish  and  another,  and  in  no  parish  is  a piped  supply  of  water 
available  to  every  house.  Indeed,  the  distribution  of  the  houses  and, 
in  some  cases,  their  elevation,  makes  it  unlikely  that  they  can  be 
supplied  from  public  mains  in  the  foreseeable  future.  In  my  report 
for  the  year  1962  I described  the  circumstances  in  the  various  parts 
of  the  district  and  I need  now  only  say  that  no  substantial  alteration 
in  supplies  occurred  during  1963. 


(iii)  Plumbo-Solvent  Action 

I would  not  expect  any  of  the  piped  supplies  controlled  by 
the  Statutory  Water  Authority  to  have  a marked  aggressive  action 
on  metals  In  two  cases,  the  water  is  passed  through  a contact 
chamber  of  limestone  chippings  to  counteract  any  acidity  in  the 
water,  and  the  pH  value  of  the  water  extracted  from  the  River 
Banwy  at  Llanfair  Caereinion  is  also  adjusted.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  during  the  last  ten  years 
in  providing  adequate  drainage  systems  for  the  various  villages  in 
the  district. 
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Since  the  first  scheme,  Llanrhaeadr,  was  completed  in  1954, 
schemes  have  been  completed  at  Llansantflfraid  (1955),  Llanfair 
Caereinion  (1956),  Penybontfawr  (1959)  and  Llangynog  (1960). 
Schemes  at  Meifod  and  Llanymynech  are  now  almost  completed. 
Works  have  started  on  a scheme  for  Llanwddyn,  and  a scheme  for 
Llanfechain  is  in  the  advanced  planning  stage. 

It  would  appear  therefore  that  within  a short  time  only  the 
smallest  villages  in  the  district  will  remain  without  adequate  drainage 
systems.  I feel  sure  that  the  Council  is  aware  of  the  need  for 
sewerage  schemes  to  be  carried  out  in  these  villages,  and  will  continue 
with  its  present  policy  until  such  time  as  every  village  is  adequately 
provided  for. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  villages  and  the  general  standard 
of  housing  in  them  is  steadily  improving,  the  installation  of  bath- 
rooms and  drainage  systems  in  many  houses  becoming  possible  for 
the  first  time  as  each  sewerage  scheme  is  carried  out. 

The  replacement  of  pail  closets  and  privies  by  water  closets  is 
taking  place  gradually,  though  it  shows  a marked  increase  in  rate 
each  time  a village  sewerage  scheme  is  carried  out.  Conversions 
from  pail  closets  and  privies  to  water  closets  are  also  encouraged  by 
means  of  grants  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  Hill  Farming  and 
Livestock  Rearing  Acts.

Public  Cleansing 

Since  September,  1959,  the  Council  have  carried  out 
collections  of  house  refuse  by  direct  labour  but  have  continued  with 
certain  contracts  for  the  collection  of  night  soil  in  some  parishes. 

he  extent  of  these  are  decreasing  as  village  sewerage  schemes  are 
completed. 
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During  1963  the  scavenging  routes  arranged  upon  the 
introduction  ol  a second  vehicle  in  1962  were  extended  as  requests 
for  the  refuse  collection  service  were  received,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  all  the  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  rural  district  had  the  benefit 
of  a weekly  removal  of  refuse,  and  all  properties  adjacent  to  the 
roads  traversed  by  the  collection  vehicle  between  the  various  villages 
and  hamlets  were  also  provided  with  this  regular  service. 

The  cost  of  the  scavenging  service  during  the  financial  year 
ended  March,  1963,  was  £7,022,  an  increase  of  almost  50  per  cent  over 
the  cost  in  1962.

During  1963  seven  new  licences  were  issued  all  in  respect  of 
sites  for  one  caravan  for  permanent  residential  purposes.  One 
holiday  caravan  site  obtained  an  extension  of  planning  consent 
expiring  in  June,  1984,  and  the  site  licence  was  amended  accordingly. 

One  site  licence  for  a single  permanent  residential  caravan 
expired  and  the  site  discontinued.  At  the  end  of  1963  there  were 
29  licensed  sites  in  the  district  made  up  of  14  permanent  residential 
sites  for  1 or  2 caravans,  7 holiday  sites  for  1 or  2 caravans,  and 
8 holiday  sites  for  15  or  more  caravans. 

131  visits  were  made  to  caravan  sites  during  the  year  and  site 
operators  were  advised  regarding  contraventions  where  necessary.. 
The  demand  for  holiday  caravan  sites  in  this  district  appears  to  be 
increasing  and  the  holiday  sites  are  consequently  enlarging.  However 
in  the  main  the  site  operators  are  co-operating  in  improving  the 
amenities  of  the  site  to  cater  for  the  larger  numbers,  as  required  by 
their  site  licence  conditions.

3.  18  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made  during  the 
year.  No  Statutory  action  was  taken  as  a result  of  these  inspections, 
but,  observation  of  food  premises  generally  in  the  district  suggests 
that  there  are  many  cases  where  the  conditions  do  not  comply  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  will  be  able  to 
give  more  attention  to  this  important  section  of  these  duties  in  the 
near  future. 

4.  Educational  activity  in  relation  to  food  hygiene  was 
confined  to  advice  and  discussion  during  routine  inspection  of  food 
premises. 

5.  Two  slaughterhouses  held  licences  during  the  year  and 
meat  inspection  was  carried  out  at  these  premises. 

6.  All  meat  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  is 
dyed  green.  It  remains  in  the  possession  of  the  owner  and  after 
boiling  is  used  for  animal  feeding. 
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The  following  table  gives  details  of  carcases  inspected  and 
condemned  in  whole  or  in  part,  during  the  year:

It  will  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  the 
5-9  years  age  group.  The  epidemic  reached  its  peak  in  the  first  and 
second  quarters  of  the  year. 


Tuberculosis 

As  stated  above  only  one  new  case  was  notified.  There  were 
no  deaths  from  this  cause  and  only  4 deaths  occurred  in  the  county. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  county  throughout 
the  year  and  in  the  North  356  persons  were  examined;  3 were  found 
to  have  a definite  pulmonary  abnormality  and  4 others  were  referred 
for  further  investigation  at  the  clinic  but  were  not  found  to  require 
treatment. 


Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

(a)  Tuberculosis — B.C.G.  vaccination  was  once  again  offered 
to  pupils  at  Llanfyllin  High  and  Secondary  Modern  Schools;  83 
were  tested  and  60  found  to  require  vaccination;  59  presented  for 
vaccination. 

(b)  Poliomyelitis — This  continued  to  be  offered  at  the  schools 
and  clinics  in  the  county  and  oral  vaccine  was  most  welcome  to  the 
recipients. 

(c)  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus — Was  ad- 
ministered combined  in  single  doses  to  the  infants  at  the  clinics  and 
“booster  doses”  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  to  school  entrants. 

(d)  Smallpox — Vaccination  is  not  available  at  the  clinics, 
but  parents  are  advised  to  consult  their  family  doctors. 
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
